There  is  so  much  of  life  going  on  in  the  structure  that  is  our  hospital,  so  much  to 
give,  to  receive  and  to  learn.  Are  we  fortunate  to  be  here?  Only  if  we  can  really 
see  and  feel  these  things. 

A  tradition  in  nursing  may  be  dying  but  one  cannot  destroy  the  ideals,  the  feelings 
or  the  love  that  goes  into  diploma  nursing.  In  coming  together  again  so  that  we  may 
remain  as  one,  the  last  diploma  class  of  the  Hahnemann  Hospital  School  of  Nursing 
dedicates  ourselves  and  our  yearbook  to  the  idea  of  diploma  nursing  and  diploma 
nurses.
